Lilium  Rubrurn  or  Magnificum  should  be  planted  June  15th  to  July  1st  to  flower 
for  Christmas. 

The  above  are  all  approximate  flowering  dates.  If  we  have  extremely  warm 
weather  they  may  flower  a  week  earlier.  It  all  depends  on  the  weather  conditions.
